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present shape is worse than useless. In the first place the 
assessors are generally an incompetent class of men. They do 
not. understand any case that is tried before them, and readily 
say ditto to what the Judge says. Secondly, if the assessors 
summoned in any case happen to be an intelligent body of men 
and freely express their opinion, the Judge does not accept 
their verdict. Sometimes the assessors declare the accused to 
be not guilty, and give reasons on which their opinion is based, 
but the Judge believes the false report of the police or the 
docter, and convicts. What is the use of summoning 
assessors when no weight at all is attached to their opinions, 
and why are they fined if they do not attend, or even if they 
are a little late? Trial by jury is regarded by Englishmen 
as the palladium of their ciyil rights. If the powers of assessors 
were increased, trial by assessors would comme to be regard- 
ed in the same light by natives, In the first place, the 
Judge should be bound to accept the verdict of the assessors 
us to the guilt or innocence of the accused. Secondly, 
assessors should be summoned in every case in which the 
accused is charged with an offence for which the punish- 
ment is death or imprisonment. Imprisonment, for however 
so short a period it may be, dishonours a man. Tuch cases 
should not be left to the sole discretion of a Judge. ‘Thirdly, 
great care should be taken in selecting assessors. None but 
educated, intelligent, honest, and respectable men should be 
appointed assessors. e

All natives—Hindus and Musalmans, men and women—s 
pathize with him, and pray that he may come out o be 
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ordeal unscathed. When such universal sympathy has bee * 
expressed for him, we hope that the Panjab Government will a 
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‘ask the native public what are its views and feelings about 
the case. Has the Government so low an idea of the natives 
that il attaches more weight to the statements of the rebelli- 
ous Afghans than to theirs? If it has, Heaven protect the 
honour and credit of the natives! If His Honor the Lieute- 
nant-Governor of the Panjab does not voluntarily call for the 
opinions of the natives, they should submit memorials to him, 
expressing their thoughts and feelings about the case. There 
should be no delay in this, as Mr. Barkley has already for- 
warded his report to the local Government, or will shortly do so. 


The editor, in commenting upon the above article, remarks 
that the writer of that article is an educated and respectable 
man. He says: Has the Government so low an idea of the 
natives that it attaches more weight to the statements of the 
rebellious Afghans than to theirs?” Not only the Govern- 
ment but our countrymen should take this sentence into con- 
sideration. All credit is due to our countrymen for the 
deep and widespread sympathy that has been displayed 
towards Muhammad Haiyat Khan. But it is to be regretted 
that no congratulatory addresses were presented: to him 
when he returned from Kabul. Although he was modest 
enongh not to chuckle over his services, every one knew 
very well that he had rendered important services at 
Kabul. If we had accorded to him a suitable peblic recep- 
tion on that occasion, the Government would know in what 
great respect he was held by the natives. The natives have no 
patrons. The higher the office a native holds the more 
dangerous is his position. The words which were addressed 
by the late Munshi Jaishi Ram to Sardar Muhammad Haiyat 
Khan when he heard of his promotion to the post of assistant 
commissioner are still fresh in our memory. He told the | 
Sardar:—“ You are leaving your brethren and rg the 
society of strangers. You will be an eye-sore to hem. They 
will make short work of ‘you as soon a8 a Mouth oppor- 


tunity should en itself. N is no one 46 speak ‘for 
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you, hut they have their friends even in the Court of tho 
Queen. Other people may congratulate you on your pro- 
motion, but I sympathize with you, so to speak, for your ill 
luck.” True, the higher European officers are in favor of the 
admission of natives to the higher ranks of the public service, 
as they consider, that such a measure will strengthen the 
foundation of British rule in India, and will increase the 
British reputation for justice and impartiality, but the junior 
officers are very jealous of the natives. It is well known 
what a great hue and cry was raised by them when the 
Sardar was appointed an assistant commissioner. An idea 
of the feeling of jealousy with which the. Sardar was regarded 
by some narrow-minded Englishmen at Kabul may be formed 
from the fact that, as he walked about, one of them was 
accustomed to cry “ Move off, move off, the king comes.” 
What influential meetings were held in India and England 
to do honour to General Ruberts on his return from Afghan- 
istan. But we made no demonstration whatever when Sar- 
dar Muhammad Haiyat Khan returned from Kabul. The 
natives being such an indolent people, they can do nothing 
to save any high native official if he should unfortunately 
get into trouble. We approve of the proposal of our corres - 


pondent about the submission of memorials by the people to 
the local Government in favour of the Sardar.”’

They have erected some flags on the bank of 
the river and also built a cottage very close to the steps of 
the mosque. When the Musalmans performed their ablutions 
on the steps of the mosque last Friday, the Hindus objected 
to it. The Hindus formerly never bathed near the mosque.
